ivir.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
district  for  19^6,  which  I hope  will  he  as  in  the  past  a useful  source 
of  reference.  The  details  of  the  year’s  activities  are  described  and 
tabulated  in  the  usual  form. 

The  continuing  development  of  the  urban  district  is  reflected  in  a 
further  increase  of  AOO  in  population  and  in  the  building  of  I3l  houses 
during  the  year. 

There  were  373  births  during  the  yesir,  38  more  than  in  19o5 , 
giving  an  adjusted  birth  rate  of  28.7  compared  with  the  national  figure 
of  17*7.  This  again  reflects  the  development  of  the  area,  the  birth 
rate  in  Crompton  having  risen  gradir’lly  over  the  past  feA7  years,  T/hilst 
the  national  rate  has  been  falling.  The  number  of  stillbirths  in  the 
area  is  reported  as  3 to  give  a rate  of  8,0  compared  vdth  a national 
rate  of  15-A  so  that  despite  the  high  birth  rate  of  the  area, -the  still 
birth  rate  is  about  half  the  national  rate.  There  were  7 infant  deaths 
of  under  1 year  to  give  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  18,8  to  compare 
V7ith  the  national  rate  of  19*0.  Most  of  these  deaths  were  due  to 
prematurity,  the  cause  of  which  in  most  cases  is  obscure. 

A total  of  196  deaths  was  registered  giving  an  adjusted  rate  of 
14.4  compared  with  the  national  rate  of  11, 7. 

Notification  of  infectious  disease  increased  from  149  in  I963  to 
291  in  1966,  this  increase  being  mainly  due  to  the  increased  incidence 
of  measles  and  dysentery  during  I966.  The  cases  of  measles  appear  in 
two-yearly  cycles,  the  latter  quarter  of  I966  bringing  v/ith  it  the 
predicted  crop  of  measles  cases.  Routine  immunisation  against 
diphtheria,  v/hooping  cough,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis,  together  with 
smallpox  vaccination  is  available  for  all  children  and  parents  must 
be  encouraged  to  protect  their  children  against  these  diseases. 

Currently,  only  about  65-70/0  of  children  receive  triple  and 
poliomyelitis  immunisation,  whilst  about  30/b  only  receive  primary 
smallpox  vaccination.  The  absence  of  any  incidence  of  these  diseases

from  the  area  is  helpod  by  the  degree  of  community  irnmunity,  v/hich  needs 
to  he  maintained. 

In  conclusion,  I must  thank  the  Chairman  and  iiemhers  of  the  Health 
Committee  a.nd  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation  during 
the  year.  I would  also  thank  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for 
their  continued  assistance  and  support,  including  their  help  in  the 
preparation  of  this  report.

HirSICAL  FEATURES  AI®  GENERAL  CHiiRACTERISTICS  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


The  Urban  District  of  Crompton  covers  some  2,865  acres  located 
on  the  western  slopes  of  the  Pennines  on  the  fringe  of  the  South 
Lancashire  Industrial  Area,  varying  between  550  to  1,300  feet  above 
sea  level.  It  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  Urban  District  of 
Milnrow,  on  the  south  and  west  by  the  Urban  District  of  Royton,  on 
the  south  by  the  County  Borough  of  Oldham  and  on  the  east  by  the 
Urban  District  of  Saddlexvorth  in  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire. 

Much  of  the  outlying  area  is  comprised  of  agricultural  and 
moor  land,  whilst  the  industrial  centre  is  devoted  to  cotton 
spinning  and  here  the  greater  part  of  the  population  is  housed. 

The  district  is  divided  into  four  wards.  North,  South,  East 
and  West, 

The  sub-soil  is  chiefly  clay  and  shale,  with  sand  and  rock  in 
places  overlying  the  coal  mea.sures. 

The  district  is  well  served  by  transport  facilities  - rail  and 
bus  services.

Table  1 shov/s  the  principal  annual  statistics  for  the  years  I966, 

1965,  1964,  1961.  and  1956. 

The  number  of  deaths  in  I966  was  I96  (as  coiiipared  v/ith  206  in  I965) 
giving  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  14.4  (l6,0)  to  compare  with  the  national 
figure  of  11.7  (11.5).  As  in  recent  years  the  principal  causes  of  death 

were  diseases  of  degeneration  and  cancer.  In  general  this  reflects  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  old  people  in  the  population  and  the  decreased 
importance  of  infectious  diseases  as  a cause  of  death. 

Tables  2 and  3 show  deaths  by  cause  and  age  in  I966  and  in  previous 
years. 


Seven  infants  died  in  the  first  year  of  life  and  Table  4 details 

causes  of  infant  deaths  during  the  year.  The  main  cause  of  these  deaths 

was  prematurity  and  up  to  the  present  time  the  reason  for  this  is  largely 
indeterminable , 

Comparability  Factor,  This  figure  is  supplied  by  the  Registrar- 
General,  and  is  used  to  adjust  the  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates  so 

that  they  can  be  compared  with  the  birth  and  death  rates  for  England  and 

Wales  as  a whole. 


IREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INl^ilCTIOUS  AND  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease 
notified,  29I  cases  compared  with  149  cases  in  19^5 • This  was  chiefly  due 
to  an  increase  in  the  cases  of  measles  and  dysentery.  Table  6 sets  out 
the  age  distribution  of  persons  notified  as  suffering  from  infectious 
diseases,  and  Table  7 compares  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  in  I966 
with  previous  years. 

Measles, 


221  cases  of  measles  were  notified  in  I966  compared  with  IO9  in  1965. 
This  is  in  line  with  the  number  of  measles  cases  reported  in  neighbouring 
areas.  The  incidence  of  measles  is  largely  in  a two-yearly  cycle,  and  the 
leist  quarter  of  I966  v/as  a measles  period. 

Dysentery  and  Food  Poisoning, 

There  were  52  cases  of  dysentery  during  I966  to  compare  with  only  4 
during  I965,  these  occurring  mainly  in  one  of  the  local  nurseries.  Great 
care  and  a very  high  standard  of  hygiene  is  necessary  wherever  any 
communal  way  of  living  is  to  be  found. 

The  two  cases  of  food  poisoning  v/ere  both  found  after  the  persons 
had  returned  from  holiday. 
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Whooping  Cough.  Diphtheria,  Poliomyelitis  and  Smallpox. 

There  were  no  cases  of  the  above  reported  during  I966  but  parents 
must  ensure  that  their  children  receive  the  routine  immunisation  and 
vaccination  offered  against  these  diseases.  It  is  only  by  keeping  up 
the  community  immunisation  state  that  the  most  success  is  obtained  in 
keeping  these  diseases  to  a minimum. 

Scarlet  Fever, 


Twelve  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  in  I966  compared  with 
31  in  1965*  On  the  whole,  this  disease  is  now  mild  in  character. 

Tuberculosis, 


Four  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis v/erc  notified,  compared 
with  one  case  in  1965*  There  v/ere  no  cases  of  non-pulrnonary 
tuberculosis  notified. 

These  cases  are  now,  in  general,  diagnosed  at  an  eeirly  stage, 
often  ajs  a result  of  X-ray  examinations. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  26  persons  on  the  Tuberculosis 
Register,  23  pulmonary'’  and  3 non-pulmonary.

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  district  and  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
for  1966, 

This  was  again  a year  of  stead3'’  working  v/ith  regard  to  the  routine 
tasks  of  the  Department  but,  in  addition,  progress  was  made  in  respect  of 
a number  of  specific  aspects. 

The  problems  associated  with  the  future  of  refuse  disposal  in  the 
district,  first  considered  by  the  Committee  during  the  previous  year, 
received  more  detailed  consideration  during  the  early  months  of  I966, 
Arising  from  a report  covering  all  the  possible  methods  of  disposal,  it 
was  decided  to  actively  pursue  the  setting  up  of  a pulverisation  plant, 
this  being  the  system  vrhich  appeared  to  be  the  most  practicable  to 
cater  for  Crompton's  needs.  It  was  learned,  however,  tliat  it  v/as  the 
policy  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Goverru/ient  that  districts 
such  as  ourselves  were  to  be  encouraged  to  adopt  joint  schemes  of 
refuse  disposal  wherever  possible  and,  as  a result,  satisfactory 
arrangements  were  made  v/ith  the  Cldham  County  Borough  to  ta.ke  effect 
when  our  own  tipping  facilities  become  exhausted.  In  these  negotiations, 
the  co-operation  of  the  then  Director  of  Public  Cleansing  in  Cldham, 

Mr.  G,H,  Cooper,  and  his  Committee,  v/as  very  much  appreciated. 

The  re-surve^'"  of  the  Hunger  Kill  Smoke  Control  Area  was  completed 
and  the  Smoke  Control  Crder  made.  This  is  the  first  Crder  to  be 
declared  since  I963  when,  because  of  doubts  concerning  fuel  supplies, 
it  v/as  decided  to  suspend  action.  The  survey  shov/ed  that  many  more 
people  than  of  late  are  ready  to  accept  smoke  control  and  some 
acceleration  of  the  Council's  programme  could  well  result. 

The  building  of  houses  on  the  new  Beal  Hey  Estate  v/as  commenced  and 
this  allov/ed  more  unfit  houses  than  of  recent  years,  to  be  represented. 

Two  Clearance  Crders,  the  first  for  many  years,  were  made,  Cne  was 
confiimed  by  the  Minister  but  a decision  regeirding  the  other  v/as  not 
received  until  early  1967* 
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The  piece  of  legislation  to  make  most  impact  on  the  Department 
during  the  ye^ar  v/as  tVie  lieat  Inspection  (Amendment)  Regulations,  Since 
1954,  ■'•vhen  controls  v/ere  released,  an  undesirable  strain  has  been  laid 
on  the  inspectorate  staff  by  having  to  be  on  duty  each  v/eekend  to  ensure 
full  and  effective  meat  inspection.  The  new  obligations  placed  upon 
the  authority  by  the  Regulations,  made  it  imperative,  in  my  opinion,  to 
seek  to  regulate  the  hours  of  slaughter  and  though  it  was  not  a unanimous 
decision  of  the  Committee,  the  provisions  of  the  Regulations  with  regard 
to  this  particular  aspect  were  put  into  efiect.  Objections  were  lodged 
by  the  butchers  affected  and  the  final  decision  on  this  matter  v/as, 
therefore,  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Minister, 

In  conclusion,  I must  offer  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  ivierabers  of 
the  Kea.lth  Committee  for  their  support  and  encouragement  throughout  the 
year.  I also  express  my  than;-:s  to  the  medical  Officer  of  Health,  the 
Clerk,  the  Surveyor,  the  Treasurer  and  their  staffs  for  their  assistance 
and  co-operation  and  by  no  means  least,  my  appreciation  of  the  effort  and 
support  given  to  me  at  all  times  by  my  colleagues  in  the  Public  Health 
Department.

1)  WATER  SUPPLY. 

Public  Supply,  Oldham  Corporation  Waterworks  Department  is  the 
responsible  authority  for  the  provision  of  the  water  supply  for  the 
great  majority  of  the  premises  in  the  district.  The  supplies  generally 
were  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity,  A small  number  of 
complaints  of  ’dirty  water’  v/as  received  and  these  were  promptly  dealt 
with  by  the  Waterworks  Department.  The  work  of  two  years  ago  of 
de-scaling  some  of  the  mains  and  the  regular  flushing  of  the  mains  at 
certain  trouble  spots  in  the  district  appears  to  have  been  successful 
in  substantially  reducing  this  problem. 

Regular  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination  of  the  raw  water 
and  the  water  going  into  supply  is  carried  out  by  the  water  undertakers. 
One  sample  was  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  one  sample 
for  chemical  analysis  by  the  Public  Health  Department  and  both  were 
satisfactory. 

Private  Supply.  Sixty-one  houses  and  farms  rely  on  private 
supplies  from  v/ells  and  springs.  These  properties  are  mainly  in 
outlying  parts  of  the  district  v/here  extensions  to  the  Public  iilains 
is  in^sracticable  and  uneconomic.  Twenty-nine  saimples  of  water  from 
such  sources  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
twenty-tv/o  were  satisfactory.  The  seven  unsatisfactory  samples  were 
from  two  sources.  In  one  case,  repairs  to  a storage  cistern  were 
necessary  and  in  the  other  catse,  cleansing  of  pipes  was  required. 

In  both  instances,  samples  taken  follovlng  completion  of  the  work 
were  satisfactory, 

2)  SEfJmiiGE  AKD  SEV/AGE  DISPOSAL. 


Apart  from  outlying  parts  where  it  is  impracticable  to  lay  main 
sev/ers,  the  wtiole  of  the  district  is  satisfactorily  sewered,  Sev/age 
is  treated  at  the  New  Hey  and  Low  Crompton  Works, 

The  New  Hey  Works  is  capable  of  taking  the  v/hole  of  the  sewage 
from  the  parts  of  the  district  which  it  serves.  None  of  the  preliminary 
constructional  v/ork  v/as  ceirried  out  during  the  year  in  connection  with 
the  scheme  to  link  the  Lov/  Crompton  Works  with  the  Royton  Urban 
District  Council’s  Sev/age  Works, 

All  the  new  development  in  the  district  during  I966  was  connected 
to  the  Council’s  sev/erage  system. 

At  the  end  of  I965,  your  officers  had  under  review  the  arrangements 
for  the  weekly  collection  of  nightsoil  because  of  the  breakdovm  of  the 
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previous  system  employed.  For  many  years  this  work  had  been  undertaken 
in  conjunction  with  the  Milnrow  U.D.C.  but  after  discussions  v/ith  officers 
of  that  Council,  for  a number  of  reasons  it  was  decided  that  this  method 
should  be  terminated  and  each  authority  would  make  its  own  separate 
arrangements.  Subsequently,  the  Y/ork  in  this  district  has  been  carried 
out  by  use  of  the  Council's  gully  emptying  machine, 

3)  RIVERS  AM)  STREiU^iS. 

The  Mersey  and  Weaver  River  Authority  is  the  controlling  authority 
for  the  rivers  and  streams  in  the  district. 

Some  flooding  took  place  at  Mosshey  and  on  the  line  of  the  River 
Beal  on  the  Westerly  side  of  Milnrow  Road,  South  of  Jubilee,  Following 
the  discussions  of  the  previous  year,  the  Council  v/as  advised  that  the 
River  Authority  was  planning  to  overcome  these  problems  by  the  carrying 
out  of  works  of  clearing  and  improvement  on  the  line  of  the  River  right 
through  the  district, 

A)  PUBLIC  CLEAl'ISmC. 

(a)  Refuse  Collection,  The  regular  seven  day  collection  of  refuse 
was  maintained  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year  though  labour  and 
transport  difficulties  were  again  encountered. 

For  three  v/eeks  in  February/liarch,  the  manpower  was  seriously 
depleted  due  to  an  abnormal  amount  of  sickness;  during  two  of  the  weeks 
AO/o  of  the  staff  were  off  duty  and  on  the  third  week  607^0 , It  was 
impossible  to  recruit  temporary  labour  for  those  men  absent  and 
inevitably  there  were  considerable  dela3’’s  in  collections  in  certain 
sections  of  the  distret.  The  men  who  were  available  over  this  period 
worked  extremely  well  and,  but  for  their  efforts,  the  overall  position 
would  have  been  much  worse. 

Once  more,  the  Incentive  Bonus  Scheme  proved  its  worth  and  helped 
to  keep  staff  changes  down  to  a minimum,  A further  new  vehicle  was 
ordered  for  delivery  in  19^7  as  replacement  for  an  old  vehicle  reaching 
the  end  of  its  useful  and  economic  life, 

(b)  Refuse  Disposal,  Controlled  tipping  at  the  Thornham  Road  Tip 
continued  to  be  the  means  of  refuse  disposal  in  the  distret.  The 
shortage  of  covering  material  created  problems  though  the  tip  was 
operated  without  serious  nuisance.  For  tip  control,  the  Council  shared 
the  use  of  the  mechanical  shovel  OYmed  by  Milnrow  U.D.C,  and  this 
arrangement  again  worked  reasonably  well  throughout  the  year*. 

This  subject  as  a whole,  however,  occupied  the  time  of  the  Committee 
and  Officers  a great  deal  during  the  year.  Because  of  the  shortage  of 
land  available  for  tipping  purposes,  it  was  believed  that  an  alternative 
method  of  disposal  might  have  to  be  adopted.  In  January,  consideration 
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was  given  to  a report  on  "The  Future  of  Refuse  Disposal  in  Crompton" 
when  various  disposal  methods  were  discussed.  Of  these,  pulverisation 
appeared  to  be  most  suitable  for  the  district  and  it  was  decided  to 
study  this  aspect  in  full  detail. 

An  approach  v^els  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
to  ascertain  how  an  application  for  loan  to  finance  such  a scheme  might 
be  received  and  in  iiarch,  officers  visited  London  to  discuss  the  problems 
with  the  Minister’s  representatives,  lie  were  advised  that  firstly,  we 
should  investigate  the  possibility  of  linking  with  some  other  authority 
with  a view  to  utilising  that  authority’s  tipping  space  for  the  disposal 
of  our  refuse  and  in  the  event  of  our  being  unsuccessful  on  these  lines, 
then  in  our  considerations  of  a pulverisation  plant,  we  should  examine 
the  possibility  of  a joint  project  being  of  interest  to  adjoining 
districts, 

A subsequent  enquiry  to  the  Oldham  Corporation  revealed  that  it 
might  be  possible  for  arrangements  to  be  made  for  the  disposal  of  refuse 
from  Crompton  at  the  Oldham  Tip,  Our  approach  was  favourably  received 
by  the  County  Borough  Council  and,  subject  to  they  themselves  being  able 
to  obtain  Ministry  sanction  to  certain  proposals,  approval  was  given. 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  it  had  not  become  necessary  to  put  this 
scheme  into  operation  and  tipping  was  continuing  in  Crompton  at 
Thornham  Road, 

(c)  Salvage . Due  to  the  continued  development  of  the  district,  it 
was  necessary  to  devote  more  time  and  labour  to  refuse  collection; 
consequently  less  houi’s  were  available  for  the  baling  of  waste  paper  and 
only  a small  amount  was  sold,  vVays  and  means  of  substantially  increasing 
the  output  are  kept  under  constant  review  but  in  the  present  circumstances, 
the  changes  which  would  be  necessary  are  impracticable  and  economically 
unjustifiable. 

(d)  Dustbins.  Under  the  Council's  dustbin  replacement  scheme,  192 
bins  were  supplied.  In  addition,  97  bins  were  sold  for  use  at  new 
properties  or  as  second  bins  at  existing  properties.  As  a small 
contribution  to  noise  abatement  and  on  the  successful  results  of  a trial 
in  the  previous  year,  the  Council  decided  to  purchase  dustbins  with 
rubber  lids.  During  the  year,  experiments  v/ere  also  carried  out  with 

a plastic  dustbin  of  3^  cu,  ft.  capacity  and  8 lbs,  weight,  and  it 
appeared  that  this  type  of  bin  might  help  to  overcome  some  of  the 
difficulties  being  created  where  householders  require  more  storage 
facilities  than  those  provided  by  the  standard  22  cu,  ft,  bin, 

5)  OI'FENSrVE  TRADES. 

There  were  no  offensive  trades  carried  on  or  registered  in  the 
district. 
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6)  RAG  FLOCK  EREIvIlSES. 


There  were  no  licensed  manufacturers  in  the  district,  hut  there  was 
one  registered  upholsterer, 

7)  SANIT/iRY  ACGOrliODATIQN. 


There  were  no  conversions  of  v;aste  v/ater  closets  during  the  year, 
the  number  of  closets  remaining  being  eight.  It  is  anticipated,  however, 
that  1967  will  see  the  elimination  from  the  district  of  this  troublesome 
and  insanitary  type  of  closet. 

The  number  of  pail  closets  was  reduced  by  two  to  thirty-six.  This 
total  should  continue  to  fall  gradually  each  year  as  more  houses  are 
improved  by  the  provision  of  small  sewage  schemes  and  other  unfit  houses 
are  demolished  or  closed. 

In  1966,  65  private  drains  and  2 waste  water  closets  v/ere  cleared 
by  the  Department's  foreman  free  of  charge.  This  continues  to  be  a 
worthwhile  and  very  useful  service  but  many  people  still  fail  to 
appreciate  that  it  is  a service  and  not  a statutory  duty  of  the 
authority, 

8)  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

(a)  Industrial.  The  industrial  concerns  in  the  district  continued, 
by  and  large,  to  achieve  the  standards  set  by  the  Clean  Air  Act  and  the 
associated  Regulations.  In  many  cases,  smoke  emissions  were  practically 
non-existant  and  there  v/as  only  one  case  where  the  emissions  gave  rise  to 
concern.  This  v/as  over  a period  of  approximately  two  v/eeks  and  was  due  to 
the  unavoidable  use  of  unsuitable  fuel  for  the  type  of  mechanical  stoker 
installed,  the  situation  having  been  brought  about  because  coal  from  the 
previous  source  of  supply  was  no  longer  available. 

The  Company's  Chief  Engineer,  the  I'Aanufacturers  of  the  plant 
installed  and  the  Liaison  Cfficer  of  the  National  Coal  Board  together 
co-operated  with  the  Department  in  tackling  the  problem  v/ith  the  result 
that  supplies  of  a more  suitable  fuel  were  made  available  and  thereafter 
maintained. 

(b)  Domestic.  The  re-survey  of  the  No.  3 Smoke  Control  Area  was 
completed  during  the  year  and  in  December,  the  Council  made  the  Smoke 
Control  Crder,  Because  of  action  taken  and  planned  under  the  Housing  Act, 
the  advancement  of  the  scheme  for  the  Central  Area  By-pass  and  the 
proposed  Central  Area  Re -development  Scheme,  the  exempted  premises  were 
altered  and  increased  in  number  from  when  the  original  order  was  made  in 
1963.  It  was,  therefore,  necessary  to  make  a new  order,  numbered  A,  in 
substitution,  v/hich  v/as  submitted  to  the  Minister  for  confirmation  early 

in  1967.  In  the  Council's  aged  persons  bungalov/s  on  an  estate  in  this  area. 
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it  was  decided  to  install  gas  fires  and  gas  water  heaters  on  the  results 
of  successful  trials  carried  out  in  a similar  bungalov/  in  another  part 
of  the  district. 

As  the  basis  for  the  payment  of  grants  in  future  smoke  control  areas, 
the  Council  adopted  the  "Schedule  of  Costs  of  Adaptation  and  Conversion  of 
Appliances"  prepared  jointly  by  the  South-East  Lancashire  and  North 
Cheshire  Consultative  Committee  for  the  Investigation  of  Atmospheric 
Pollution,  the  Standing  Conference  on  Air  Pollution  (Region  South-West  of 
iianchester)  and  the  Cities  of  Manchester  and  Salford,  This  schedule  has 
brought  uniformity  in  the  payment  of  grants  in  approximately  forty  local 
authorities  and  will  help  to  eliminate  the  anomalies  v/hich  have  existed 
from  district  to  district,  often  difficult  to  explain  and  substantiate 
to  applicants  and  contractors. 

9)  RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  details  regarding  the  treatment  for  infestations  of  rats  and 
mice  are  given  in  Table  15*  One  sewer  treatment  was  carried  out  using 
fluoracetaraide.  In  the  last  quarter  of  the  year,  instances  of  warfarin 
resistance  in  mice  were  encountered.  In  suitable  cases  treatments  were 
carried  out  using  Alphakil  and  good  results  were  obtained  where  previous 
failures  had  been  recorded, 

10)  disinpsstations . 

In  1966,  one  council  house  and  tv/enty-five  private  houses  y/ere 
treated  by  the  Department's  foreman  for  insect  infestations.  As  in 
previous  years,  the  main  trouble  v/as  from  cockroaches  though  one  or  two 
instances  of  other  insects  were  reported. 

11)  DISINFECTION. 


Advice  on  current  disinfection  was  given  on  visiting  cases  of 
notified  infectious  diseases  and  free  disinfectant  was  issued  as 
required. 

12)  s;ammG  baths. 

The  capa.city  of  the  main  plunge  at  the  Public  Baths  in  Farrow 
Street  is  60,000  gallons,  supplied  from  the  main  supply  of  Oldham 
Corporation.  A continuous  system  of  filtration,  chlorination  and 
aeration  changes  the  water  every  four  hours  and  the  Baths  Manager  takes 
daily  samples  to  check  the  free  clilorine  content  and  the  alkalinity  of 
the  v^ater. 

During  the  year  your  inspectors  took  tv/elve  sauiples  of  the  water 
for  bacteriological  examination  and  one  sample  for  chemical  analysis. 

The  samples  v/ere  taken  at  differing  times,  v/ithout  pre -arrangement  and  all 
were  reported  to  be  satisfactory.  The  number  of  samples  taken  was 
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slightly  less  than  in  previous  years  but  the  baths  were  closed  for  a 
period  of  three  months  for  roof  repairs  and  re-painting. 

13)  FACTORIES. 


The  number  of  factories  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year 
totalled  102  and  the  number  of  inspections  undertaken  d’jring  the  year* 
was  59,  Informal  action  was  taken  to  remedy  dirty  conditions  at  one 
factory  and  repairs  to  sanitary  accommodation  at  another. 

Tables  12  and  13  give  details  of  the  type  of  factories  and  the 
work  done  during  I966, 

14)  OIFICBS.  SHOPS  AID  R/ilLWAY  Hug/lISES. 

The  total  number  of  premises  on  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  Act  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  87.  Of  these,  6I+ 
received  a general  inspection  and,  in  all,  81  visits  were  made  under 
the  Act,  Table  I6  gives  the  details.  The  bulk  of  the  33  contraventions 
noted  were  in  relation  to  sanitary  conveniences,  insufficient  temperature, 
first-aid  provisions  and  inadequate  lighting. 

There  were  no  applications  for  exemption  under  the  Act  and  during 
the  year  two  accidents  were  reported.  Both  these  accidents  7/ere  at 
retail  shops  and  were  sustained  in  the  handling  of  goods.  An 
investigation  was  made  in  each  case  but  no  action  was  required, 

15)  NOISE  AKiTEI'ffiNT. 

Three  complaints  of  noise  nuisances  v/ere  investigated  during  the 
year  and  in  t7/o  cases  nuisances  v/ere  confirmed. 

One  case  involved  the  barking  of  dogs  left  overnight  in  a stable 
close  to  house  property.  On  receipt  of  notification  from  the  Department 
regarding  the  nuisance,  the  owner  of  the  dogs  gave  up  his  tenancy  of  the 
stable  and  the  position  was  thus  resolved.  The  other  confirmed  case  was 
in  respect  of  shouting  and  general  loud  conversation,  particularly  at 
break  times,  by  operatives  on  the  night  shift  at  a mill.  Such  nuisance  is 
not  easily  dealt  with  statutorily  but  an  approach  was  made  to  the  mill 
management  requesting  the  exercise  of  more  control  over  the  actions  of 
their  employees. 

The  third  complaint  came  from  an  old  lady  living  alone  who  v/as 
convinced  that  a number  of  illegal  practices  were  being  carried  on  in  a 
nearby  lock-up  garage  and  giving  rise  to  nuisance.  Investigations  showed 
her  allegations  to  be  entirely  unfounded  but  this  was  a matter  which 
required  tactful  handling. 
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16)  ANIIyiAL  BOABDim  SSTABLISHIvlEJjTS. 

The  two  premises  in  the  district  licenced  under  the  Animal  Boarding 
Establishments  Act  were  both  operated  satisfactorily  during  the  year* 

17)  SAI\TITARY  INSPECTIONS. 

4,8A3  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year,  involving  visits 
to  2,040  premises.  Table  9 details  the  visits  made, 

18)  COiffL/iINTS. 

528  official  complaints  were  made  to  the  Department  during  and, 

in  addition,  many  others  were  received  by  your  inspectors  in  the  course 
of  their  duties.  All  complaints  v;ere  investigated  and  action  talcen  where 
appropriate, 

19)  DBb'ECTS  Alfl)  NUIS/dvICES. 

361  defects  and  nuisances  were  discovered  and  379  remedied  during  the 
year.  This  involved  the  service  of  47  informal  and  18  statutory  notices, 
though  in  some  cases  a verbal  request  to  the  responsible  person  was  all 
that  was  needed  to  secure  prompt  and  satisfactory  action, 

20)  LEGAL  IROCEEDUNfGS. 


It  was  not  necessary  in  any  instance  during  the  year  to  take  legal 
proceedings. 
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B)  HOUSING. 


1)  INSPSCTIONS. 


408  houses  were  inspected  for  defects  in  19^6,  entailinc  a total  of 
726  inspections, 

2)  REBiIRS. 

As  a result  of  the  above  inspections,  52  houses  were  found  to  be 
unfit  for  human  habitation  but  capable  of  being  rendered  fit  at 
reasonable  expense,  49  houses  were  made  fit  by  the  owners  as  a result 
of  informal  action  under  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts  and  a further 
18  houses  following  the  service  of  Statutory  Notices. 

3)  CLSARilNCE  OF  UNl^IT  HOUSES. 

Four  houses  were  represented  as  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  not 
repairable  at  reasonable  expense.  Eleven  houses  were  demolished  during 
the  year  and  four  houses  were  closed.  The  Council  re-housed  23  persons 
from  10  families  from  houses  which  had  been  declared  unfit. 

Two  Clearance  Areas  were  represented  during  the  year  and  the  Orders 
submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  confirmation. 

The  South  Ward  - Refuge  Street  and  Ogden  Terrace  No.  1 Clearance  Area 
was  oomprised  of  15  houses.  An  objection  was  made  to  the  Minister  in 
respect  of  9 of  the  houses  and  subsequently  there  was  a "hearing” 
conducted  by  one  of  the  Minister’s  inspectors.  Confirmation  or  otherwise 
of  this  Order  was  awaited  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  North  Ward  - Rochdale  Road  No.  2 Clearance  Area  consisted  of  5 
houses.  In  this  case  also,  an  objection  was  lodged  with  the  Ministry  but 
it  was  later  withdrawn  and  the  Order  was  confirmed  without  modification 
in  December. 

At  the  December  meeting  of  the  Housing  Committee,  approval  ’.vas  given 
to  a report  submitted  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  outlining  a building 
programme  for  Council  houses  up  to  1970  and  possibly  1972.  This  had  the 
effect  of  bringing  forward  the  date  for  action  in  respect  of  approximately 
70  houses  in  the  Salts  Street  area  and  should  also  enable  the  clearance  of 
unfit  houses  to  proceed  at  a steady  rate  over  the  next  few  years, 

4)  APILIGATIONS  FOR  COUNCIL  HOUSES. 

The  number  of  applicants  on  the  Council's  Housing  list  at  the  end  of 
the  year  showed  an  increase  on  the  figure  at  the  end  of  19^5  > 315  s-s 
against  297«  Of  the  315  applicants,  127  were  for  one  bedroom,  II8  for 
two  bedroom,  69  for  three  bedroom  and  1 for  four  bedroom  accommodation. 
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3)  ERi^CTION  OF  mH  HOUSES. 


No  new  dwellings  were  completed  by  the  Council  in  I966,  the  total 
of  post-v^ar  Council  dwellings  erected  remaining  at  328.  Building  was 
coinnenced  on  the  scheme  comprising  72  dvrellings  at  Beal  Hey  and  work 
continued  on  the  small  scheme  at  Princess  Koad. 

Private  development  of  the  district  continued  and,  during  the  year, 
181  new  dwellings  v/ere  erected,  bringing  the  tota.1  of  privately  built 
post-war  dwellings  to  1,723. 

6)  IimOVE^AENT 

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  kindly  provided  the  information  given 
under  this  heading. 

The  Council  received  63  applications  for  standard  grants  under  the 
House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959#  and  the  Housing  Acts,  I96I  and 
I96A.  All  the  applications  were  for  improvement  to  the  full  standard 
and  all  were  approved  by  the  Council,  Work  v/as  completed  in  38  cases. 
Three  applications  were  received  for  discretionary  grants  under  the 
Housing  Act,  1949  and  the  Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1958, 

All  the  applications  were  approved  by  the  Council  and  work  was 
completed  in  two  cases.

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(c)  INSPECTION  AIO  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


1)  FOOD  HYGIENE. 

Routine  inspections  of  any  kind  can  be  a mundane  feature  of  the  work 
of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  but  so  far  as  food  hygiene  is  concerned 
this  is  the  only  method  whereby  standards  can  be  maintained  or  improved. 

Regular  inspections  of  all  t3rpes  of  food  premises  in  the  district 
were  continued  during  the  year.  Generally,  standards  remained  high  and 
again,  the  main  cause  for  adverse  comment  was  in  respect  of  irregular  or 
undesirable  practices. 

Preparations  were  made  for  the  coming  into  operation  on  the  1st 
January,  196?,  of  The  Food  Hygiene  (ivlarkets.  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicle) 
Regulations,  I966,  The  market  stalls  occupied  by  food  traders  were 
equipped  with  the  facilities  necessary  and  the  mobile  traders  of  the 
district  were  advised  what  would  be  required  of  them  in  order  to  comply 
with  the  Regulations, 

2)  INSPECTION  OF  l.'iEAT  AND  QTKHF(  FOODS. 


a)  Meat  Inspection.  The  three  private  slaughterhouses  in  the 
district  were  again  licensed  but  only  one  operated  throughout  the  year. 

One  slaughterhouse  was  not  used  at  all  and  at  the  other,  slaughtering 
ceased  in  September,  because  it  became  necessary  for  certain  works  to  be 
executed  for  the  premises  to  continue  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Hygiene  and  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  Regulations, 

The  statistics  in  relation  to  meat  inspection  are  given  in  Table  I9 
and  from  this  it  will  be  seen  that  lOQf/o  meat  inspection  was  maintained 
though  again  this  v;as  achieved  only  by  an  Inspector  being  on  duty  each 
weekend  of  the  year.  Over  9Q/^  of  the  slaughtering  took  place  at  weekend 
and  the  work  of  inspection  became  more  onerous  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
when  some  of  the  killing  carried  out  hitherto  on  Sunday  was  transferred  to 
Saturday  afternoon. 

This  position  vra.s  considered  by  the  Committee  in  the  light  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Meat  Inspection  (Amendment)  Regulations,  I966,  and 
representatives  of  the  Committee  met  the  slaughterhouse  occupiers  and 
users  to  discuss  the  problems  involved.  The  points  of  view  of  both  sides 
were  ventilated  but  no  measure  of  agreement  could  be  reached,  the 
butchers  maintaining  that  it  was  essential  for  the  successful  operation 
of  their  businesses  to  continue  slaughtering  at  v/eekends  and  that  it  was 
not  practicable  to  re-arrange  their  work  to  slaughter  on  other  days. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  later  gave  full  and  careful 
consideration  to  all  the  points  raised  at  this  meeting  but  the  Committee 
felt  that  it  was  not  possible  to  carry  out  the  obligations  placed  upon  the 
local  authority  by  the  Regulations  if  v/eekend  slaughtering  was  allowed  to 
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continue  and  days  and  hours  for  slaughter  were  fixed  at  3 a.m,  to  3 p.m, 
Monday  to  Friday  inclusive.  Before  the  date  of  operation  was  reached 
objections  were  lodged  by  the  butchers  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
Fisheries  and  Food  and,  during  the  last  v:eek  of  the  year,  the  Council 
v/as  invited  by  the  Ministry  to  submit  observations  on  the  terms  of  the 
objections, 

b)  Inspection  of  Other  Foods.  The  amount  of  other  foods  condemned 
during  the  year  v/as  114  lbs.  When  it  is  considered  that  102  lbs,  of  the 
totaJ.  were  accounted  for  by  ice-cream  vdiich  had  to  be  condemned  as  a 
result  of  an  over-night  breakdown  of  the  refrigerator  at  a shop,  this  is 
a negligible  quantity, 

3)  IVilLK  SUPPLY. 


All  the  milk  sold  in  the  district  is  designated  and  the  main 
supervisory  responsibility  for  the  supply  rests  betv/een  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  and  the  Lancashire  County  Health 
Authority, 

One  hundred  and  fifty-seven  samples  of  milk  were  taken  by  the 
Public  Health  Department  during  the  year,  all  submitted  for  examination 
for  possible  Brucellosis  infection. 

Many  of  these  samples  were  individual  samples  from  cows  in  three 
herds  in  the  district  taken  as  a result  of  suspect  bulk  samples  of  milk. 

Six  samples  'were  shown  to  be  positive  to  the  Culture  or  Biological  Tests. 
The  animals  concerned  were  isolated  and  the  milk  either  discarded  or 
submitted  for  heat  treatment  pending  the  sale  of  the  animals  for  slau^;-hter. 
In  cases  where  this  ’was  necessary,  the  Department  co-operated  with  the 
farmers  and  samples  v/ere  taken  from  nev/  cows  coming  into  the  herds  sls 
replacements,  before  the  milk  was  offered  for  sale,
